The  crowd  listened  to  three 
informative  speakens  consisting  of 
Julie  Payne  on  communication 
careers,  Brian  Baldea  on  health, 
physical  education  and  recreation 
careers,  and  Dennis  Noonan  on 
criminal  investigation  careers. 

Payne,  director  of  community 
relations  at  BroMenn  Healthcare 
in  Bloomington,  stated  that  the 
field  of  communications  consists 
of  a  variety  of  jobs.  Amongst  t  hese 
jobs  mentioned  were  television 
work,  radio,  photography,  writing, 
graphics  design,  working  for  a 
newspaper  or  magazine,  and 
working  for  an  advertising  and 
marketing  agency. 

Payne  went  on  to  say  what  kind 
of  person  would  be  right  to  fulfill 
a  career  in  communications.  Em- 
phasizing that  you  first  pick  a  field 
that  best  matches  your  personali- 
ty, she  said  you  must  also  be  the 
type  of  person  that  wants  to 
learn,  is  creative,  likes  working 
with  people,  and  enjoys  knowing 
what's  going  on  in  the  world. 

If  you  plan  to  pursue  a  career  in 
communications,  Payne  suggests 
taking  group  .study  classes  and 
any  classes  that  will  help 
strengthen  your  communication 
skills.
